|New Elements 


Of Risk 


ONE OF THE MOST important and certainly amongst 
the most exacting of the multiferous duties carried 


out by the Navy is that 


of minesweeping. 


The force which deals with this problem is controlled by 
men who are putting to practical and extended use 
lessons learned in the last war at the beginning of 


which counter-mining 
infancy. . 


Ships used consist of trawlers, 
drifters, puddilesteamers and a cer- 
tauln number of specinily built Navy 
sweepers, This force ts continually 
growing and continually busy. 

German activity in minelaying may 
be described os Intense and the accu- 
pation by the Nuzls of the coastline 
from Norway to the Spanish fron- 
fier mukes thelr task easter and that 
of British minesweepers more difil- 
cult. 

Tt is expected that German minc- 
laying will inerenase as’ the nights 
become longer. 

The Ife of a crew engaged in antl- 
mine work is apt to be exciting and 
exposure to nir attack has udded one 
element of risk whieh was not pre- 
sent In the last’ war. The vessels are

Unsettled Conditions and High Building ‘Costs Intervene 


Town Planning Board > 
Also Moribund.

VISIONS OF THE DEVEL OPMENT INHONG KONG ON AN IMPORTANT 
SCALE OF A TOWN PLANNING SCHEME AND SLUM CLEARANCE 
PLANS FOR THE TIME BEING MUST BE ABANDONED, THE “sSUN- 


DAY HERALD” WAS INFORMED YESTERDAY. 


Unsettled conditions caused by the situation, in 
Europe and the Far East are the primary cause 
of the decision, which involves the finding of 
suitable pigeon-holes for the preparatory work 
which has been carried out from time to time 
in the last three years, 

Another factor influencing the decision is the high 
cost of building materials, which are scarce 
and have increased by from 40 to 50 per cent.

Interest In the progress of — the 
Hong Kong schemes was revived by 
the receipt of reports from Ceylon 
where experiments on similar lines 
were upproved two years ufo and 
have been fully Justified by the ru- 
sults, 

It has heen found possible to pro- 
vide model tenements at a cost of 
No more than Rs, 4 per family. 


The Ceylon Scheme 


A report on the 
snys that the deelsion to provide 
stitable houses to be let at rents 
within the’ means of the poorer in- 
habitants of urban arcas, has met 
With great success, and the several 
schemes that have already been com- 
pleted have proved a great boon to 
the poorer classes of people. 


‘The provision of these mode! tene- 
ments had been o long felt need and 
the Government has since 1938 voted 
moncy as subsidies to promote hous- 
ing schemes particularly those direct- 
ed towards demolishing - existing 
slums, ; 

The houses ulready completed un- 
der the varlous schemes have reallsed 
these objects, und: this“is puarticular- 
ly to be noted In the suburban scheme 
ut Kochtyawatte in the Kotte Urban 
Council urea. 

Here the old order of a set of in- 
sunitary dwellings of mud and wat- 
tle has made room for sixty-six 
model tenements in several blocks 
on modern sanitary conditions.. 

In fact, a amall ‘colony” has 
sprung Up In a serene atmosphere, 
with ftuxurlant grass fields round 
about presenting a soene of un- 
common beauty for an area which 
was once disfigured by slums. 
The Kochiyawatte scheme provides 

for 276 houses with 12 shops in 4¥ 
blocks, and also pluygrounds for 
burposcs of recreation and other 
amenities necessary for Jiving a 
healthy life. 

One feature of the scheme is that 
there are two. cross rouds and at the 
intersection of these Is the shopping 
centre, Here too, in un open space, 
ttands u flourishing Bo-tree with a 
shrine. All the other ‘existing trees 
on the site have ulso been preserved. 


Ceylon scheme 


Time Limit 

The scheme commended in 1939 and 
already 66 houses have been com- 
pleted, while 24 more remain to be 
completed with the money already 
voted. The Council has appied fur 
a further grant this yenr to erect 30 
more houses, 


One of the conditions on which 
the Govt, leased the land for 
the echeme to the Urban Coun- 
cil, wag that the houses to be 
,erected under the schame In re- 
spect of approximately 10. acres 
of. the first block, should be com- 
pleted within 3 yeara of leasing 
the land. The Kotte Council has 
now completed a substantial num: 
ber of houses and hopes next year 
to. complete ‘all the houses neces: 
sary. 


The condition on which money 


was glven by Government was that | 


the houses should not be Jet on 
more than Rs. 4 per month, and that 
a number of the insanitary hablta- 
tiong, corresponding to the new tene- 
ments’ constructed, should be de- 
mollshed, 

The Kochiyawatte scheme was. put 
up in the first instance, by the Kotte 
Urban Council and it was revised 
and amended by the Town Planners: 
Department.’ 


‘To: Root Of Evil 


Something to be noted about these 
housing schemes is that they ore 
gradually attacking the root of the 
evils of slumland. 

The fact that the houses ore Iet at 
low rents within: the means of the 
poorest Inhabitants, has resulind in 
indirectly’ lowering the’ rents of 
otuer similar houses owned mostly by 


rapacious landlords, 
tenements — with thelr © modern 
amenities in regard ta sanitatton 


and other things, huve resulted in a 
demand being mnde of private land 
lords by their tenunts for slmilar 
comforts, which are their just 
cluiins. Consequently, the unattend- 
ed, dirty slum dwelling will grad- 
ually become an anachronisin, 

Moreover, these model — tenc- 
ments apart from providing a change 
in environment have definitely rais- 
ed the standard of living amony 
these poorer classes of people. This 
is purticularly evident among the 
dwellers in Kochlyawatte's model 
tenemente. Little things like the 
provision of & verandah in the mode} 
houses has paved the way for u ten 
poy and a few extra chairs, which 
were a luxury in the old slum dwell- 
ing but have now become u necessity 
in the new model tenement. A 
little strip of Innd which fs found 
opposite each model house has also 


‘acted us a great-Incentive to garden- 


ing, and rowa of crotons und some 
other flower plants are noticeable to 
the visitor to Kochiyawatte, 


Grateful Tenants 


One of those living in a model 
house testified to the great amount 
of good these tenements have done 
to the poor. He compared life In 
the old kennel-like structure of mud 
and wattle with difficulties about 
water accommodation und ventlla- 
tion, with -the’ comforts provided by 
the modern house with its well, gar- 
den und “ample room to breathe.” 

In short, these mode? houslng 
schemos are definitely helping to 
turn out a botter type of oltizen, 

It Js interesting to note that in 
England owing to the great dearth 
of working-class dwellings at the 
conclusion of the last war, the Gow 
*rument decided to make housing a 
statu'ory duty of local authorities. 
Uence the Addison scheme was in- 
troduced in 1919. and the Govern. 
ment undertook to bear the estimat- 
ed annual loss incurred in carrying 
out approved schemes uf, housing 
and slum clenrance, provided that 
the local authoritics contributed a 
sum not exceeding the annual pro- 
duce of a local tax of one penny in 
the pound, levied on the annul 
value of the whole Property in the 
town,

CHUNGKING'S “SAFETY ZONE," 
OUTLYING DISTRICTS ON THE 
SOUTH BANK OF THE YANGTZE, 
WHICH THE JAPANESE DECLAR- 
ED THEY WOULD NOT BOMR, 
WAS SEVERELY RAIDED IN AN 
AIR ATTACK ON FRIDAY. 

Some 90 Japanese planes in two 
waves took part in the rafd. While 
the first wave concentrated — thelr 
missiles inside the clty, the other
